I noted with some frustration in the "World Above 50 MHz" column 
that computer assisted contacts won't be counted for record status. 


I say: 


Just like 97.113 there is a difficult line to draw here: what about my 
DSP filter and noise canceller ... you mean if I attach it to an audio 
amp and listen to the output then this record counts but if I write a 
little bit of code to envelope detect the output and stick it into my 
Mac it doesn't. What happens if I use the output of the envelope 
detector to modulate an audio oscillator and listen to that .... what 
about coherent CW?

Finally, it has long been assumed that contacts are made 
by human operators in real time. CW, SSB and FM are commonly 
used, but other transmission modes that require a human presence 
to decode and to acknowlede received information are also acceptable. 
We will grapple with the potential problem of packet and other unattended 
means of transmitting data only if they become an issue. 


I don't see where it says computer assisted records won't be 
counted. If someone sets meaningful records with automated 
equipment, I think they should be listed, though separately, 
much like the records for climbing Mount Washington (running, 
bycycling, automobile...). 


But, why should someone get listed for a 75 km packet QSO on 
3456 MHz, even if that is indeed the record with an automated 
system on that band? 


Is anyone up to making it an issue by setting meaningful 
records with advanced technology? Most of the records 
are under 4000 km.
